THAT there be prepared, by the Registers of the several Dioceses of Ireland, 
Returns of the Names and Number of Parishes comprized in each Union of Parishes 
within their, respective Dioceses ; the period of time when such respective Parishes 
were united, and the authority under which such Union was effected ; the number 
of Acres of Glebe which appertain to each Parish, and whether any Glebe-house is 
erected thereon, and the distance at which such respective Parishes, so united, lie from 
each other, when such Parishes are not contiguous ; and whether any and what num- 
ber of Churches, in which Divine Service is performed, are now severally thereon, 
or were at the time when such Parishes were united ; so far as the same can be made 
out; in order to the same being laid before the House early in the next Session of 
Parliament.

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A RETURN of the prefent State of the Diocefe of WATERFORD. 



The DEANERY of Waterford consists of 
The united parishes of Trinity, St. Michael’s, and St. Olave’s, in the city of Waterford, and 
Killcarra and Killburn intire rectories, and part of Kilmeaden and Riesk rectories in the county of 
Waterford; these are the corps of the Deanery to which the entire rectory of Kilbotteran, also 
in said county, was last episcopal ly united on the 22d of December 1804; said parishes are all 
contiguous, and the remotest not four miles from the city of Waterford. There arc 376a. 31-. 10 p . 
of land belonging to the Deanery at Ballycasheen, in the parish of Killburn, with several cabbins 
op the land, and a glebe of 17 acres in the parish of Killcarra ; a deanery-house "in Trinity parish, 
and a small house in St. Olave’s parish, in the city of Waterford, belonging to the Dean. There 
are three churches in the union, one (a cathedral church) in Trinity parish, one in St. Olave’s 
parish, and one in the parish of Killotteran. The Rev. Dean Lee resident in tire deanery-house, 
and his curate resident in Waterford. 

The C H A NT OR SHIP of Waterford consists of 
The rectory of Killbarryraeaden, and part of the rectory of Kihneaden, both in the county of 
Waterford, and the intire tythes of the deanery lands in the parish of Killburn ; these constitute 
the corps of the Chantorship. There is a glebe of 3 a. and 250. in the parish of Killbarry meaden, 
and one of 14a. l r. 21 p. in the parish of Killmeaden; and a house in Trinity parish, in the city 
of Waterford, belonging to the chantor. No church or cure of souls. The Rev. Joseph Palmer, 
ehantor; not resident, being dean of Cashel, where there is cure of souls. 

The CHANCELLORSHIP of Waterford consists of 
The intire rectory of Moneminter otherwise Ballycloghy, and Killmacleage and Killmacomb 
^rectories, which, with part of the. rectories of Killmeaden and Riesk, constitute the corps of the-. 
Chancellorship ; said parishes are all in the county of Waterford, and contiguous. There is aglebe 
of 8 a. 1 r. 21 p. in the parish of Kilmacleage, and one of 15 a. 2r. 15 p. in the parish of Kill- 
macomb ; and a house in Trinity parish, in the city of Waterford, belonging to the Chancellor, 

No church. Rev.-Gab 1 Stokes, D.D. Chancellor; resides on his living in the north of Ireland. 

The TREASURERSHIP of Waterford consists of 
The intire rectory of Lisnekill and part of Killmeaden rectory, 'in the county of Waterford; at 
Lisnekill a small glebe, of which there is no return in the registry, and a house in Trinity parish, 
in the city of Waterford, belonging to the treasurer. Rev. Will m Bushe, treasurer; resides in 
Dublin, where he has another living. , . ' - 

The ARCHDEACONRY of Waterford consists of 
The united parishes of St. Patrick’s, St. Peter’s, St. Stephen’s, and St. John’s, in the city of 
Waterford ; a perpetual union time immemorial. There is a very small glebe, not an eighth of an 
acre, in St, Patrick’s parish, in said city.

KILLURE Kill St. Lawrence, RossdufF, and Crobally, rectories intire, in the county of Water- 
ford, and contiguous ; were episcopally united on the 27th of November 1787. No glebe, glebe- 
house, or church. The Rev. John Frazer, rector; resides in the city of Waterford, which is 
little better than a niile from the commencement of the parishes, and where he holds a curacy. 

N. B. This union is not worth more than £. 50 yearly to the present incumbent.

No glebe, glebe- 
house, or church. The Rev. John Averell vicar ; resides in the union of Mothill, of which he is 
curate, and which is about six or eight miles from the vicarage ; value about £.30 yearly. 

MOTHILL Ratho-ormack, and Eews vicarages, in the county of Waterford, and contiguous, 
(the rectories Impropriate) ; were episcopally united on the 15th December 1800. At Mothill a 
Iflebe of 2 a.

GENERAL REMARKS. 








Of many of the clergy, who are 
here returned as not refiding on their 
benefices, it will be feen that many 
are virtually refident. In all cafes of 
real abfence, their places are fupplied 
by licenfed curates. In feveral cafes 
where the incumbent does not refide, 
the value of the parifh is very fmall, 
and infufficient for the fupport of a 
clergyman.

IN OBEDIENCE to the Order of the Honourable House of Commons, of the 5th day of June, 
last, I John Brett, Register of the said Diocese; — (wherein no regular Books or Records were kept 
or returned by the former Register, and where few of those who received institution, induction, 
or promotion, did heretofore register their respective titles or promotion, nor has any return of 
terriers or description of Glebe (alfcho’ required by the Diocesan to make such return, save in one 
or two instances, been complied with) — do humbly certify. That 

KING JAMES from Westminster, the ao July 1609, founded three Cathedrals and confirmed 
them to Bishop Todd, that was when; Dromore was united, and to send deans, prebends, and other 
dignitaries, fro. 4 "C- Not only the benefices annexed to their respective dignitaries, butseveral lands, 
rectories, tythes, wheresoever found by inquisition or other lawful title within the counties of Down 
or Antrim, to be divided between them by discreet commissioners, in two years following the date 
of said grant: Said deans and chapters then incorporated and made bodies politic, to be ordered 
and governed by same statutes as St. Patrick, Dublin, 

In this diocese lies the Cathedral Church ; — and Deahry of Down, consisting of the parishes of 
Down, Saul, Ballyculter, Bailee, Bught, and Tyrela; the dean resides in said parish -of Bught near 
the center of the deanery; there is no glebe belonging to it, but a field of about an acre and a half 
in the town of Downpatrick, butno glebe-house. These parishes join each other, are very contiguous, 
and have ali good churches, wherein divine service is performed by the dean and his curates, except 
the small parish of Tyrela, wherein there has been no church for time immemorial ; but the parish of 
Bught and that of the vicarage of Rachmullen are near and convenient to the few parishioners of the 
established church who reside in it. The Chapter of the cathedral of said deanry consist of the 
archdeacon, chancellor, precentor, treasurer, prebend of Saint. Andrews and Dunsfort. 

The Corps of the archdeaconry consists of the parish of Killcief, formerly a rectory,-but I do not 
find when united; in which there is a glebe of two hundred and forty-nine acres, but no house ; 
there is a church and resident curate, distant from this to Hillsborough near twenty mile. 

HILLSBOROUGH. The archdeaconry has a good glebe-house, and glebe of twenty acres ; the 
magnificent church, built by the late earl of Hillsborough, in the town, has divine service regularly 
celebrated by the archdeacon and his curate. Drumbo parish, parcel of the corps of said arch- 
deaconry, 'has no glebe, has no glebe for the curate, lies about five miles from Hillsborough parish ; 
there is a new church, where divine service is performed : and Drumbeg has a new church, 
where divine service is- celebrated by a curate, who has no glebe or glebe-house, it adjoins the 
former parish. 

CHANCELLOR. The chancellorship of Down, contains the four united parishes adjoining 
Ballvphilip, Slanc, Ballytrastan, and Ardquir, in the barony of . Ards, and Ardglass in the barony 
of Lecale ; the Rev. Richard Radcliff, chancellor, does not reside, there are fourteen acres of 
glebe, in the parish of Eallyphilip, about half a mile from the church. A good glebe-house 
erected thereon. The church has been lately built, and the chanccllor’-s curate officiates. There is 
no church in the parish of Ardglass, which is about seven miles distant from Eallyphilip. The

PRECENTOR. The Rev. Richard Wolsely; docs not reside in his parish of Lougliimsland ;

' TREASURERSIIIP consists of the rectories of Kilmegan and Kilcoo, in the diocese of Down. 
The Rev Lucas Waring, treasurer ; does not reside in these parishes, but on that of Kirkeel, which 
is an exempt jurisdiction in the lordship of Newry. Divine service is regularly administered by 
bis curates of Kilmegan and Kilcoo. These parishes have not any glebe or glebe-house. Part of 
the Chapter, as aforesaid by James I. Kirkeel is distant from the parish in this diocese, about 
twelve miles. 

Prebend DUSFORT. The Rev. R. Mead ; does not reside. I know of no glebe or glebe-house. 
The curate does duty at the parish church of Dunsfort every Sunday, but does not reside; in this, 
as in everf case of non-residence, am not informed whether they, or either of them, have any per- 
mission from the diocesan for such absence. 

Prebend of ST. ANDREW consists of the united parishes of Inch, Ardhecn, and Witter ; by 
James I. The Rev. Robert Trail resides on the living of Ballintoy, in the diocese of Connor. 
The parish of Inch is situate in the barony of Lecale, Ardkeen and Witter in the barony of 
Ards ; the former distant from the others about thirteen miles. Inch was formerly appropriate to 
the abbey of Inch : the church is built on a new cite, and the cure served by the Rev. Ralph Wild ; 
it has no glebe, neither has the other parishes. 

RACHMULLAN. The Rev. Bernard Ward resides in the parish of Down, about three miles 
from his parish church. There is a glebe of five acres and a half adjoining the church, but no 
house. There is a chapel of ease in the town of Killough, in a ruinous state ; but the Rev. J. 
Hamilton, late vicar thereof, has bequeathed an ample sum to rebuild it. 

SAINTFIELD. Rev. Ja ! Clewlow, the vicar; resides on a good glebe-house, and about t6n 
acres of land. No parish united. 

KILANEY. Is a small vicarage that cannot support a vicar, without glebe-house or church ; 
neither does it appear that any vicar has been lately presented by the lay patron. 

KILLILEAC.il. Rector is the Rev. Dr. Richard Slack, who resides in another diocese. Ilis 
cure is served by a Mr. Marshal, who resides in the glebe-house. As no terrier has been re- 
turned, cannot, be accurate as to the extent of the glebe ; supposed to contain about thirteen acres, 
at a distance of about, a quarter of a mile from the glebe- house, in the town of Killileagh.

The vicarages of Ballyhalbert, Bally water, and Innishargu united by 
virtue of an act of parliament passed in Ireland: they are contiguous. The vicar resides in a 
good glebe-house, situate on the Union ; and has about thirty acres of glebe, two miles from the 
church, but convenient to the glebe-house. 

BANCOR. An impropriate cure : the parsonage house very good. The curate resides, and 
has twelve acres of glebe near the church. 

DONAGIIADEE vicarage has a glebe about ten acres, and a glebe-hoUse ; where the vicar 
resides in town. It has.no union. 

NEWTOWN. An impropriate cure. The curate resides in town, where the church is; and 
has a glebe of ten acres or thereabouts.

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Second. — UNIONS, &c. in the Diocefe of CLOGHER, 



THE corps of the Archdeaconry of Clogher confifts of a fmall glebe of ten acres near Ciogher, and 
the union of two pariflies, Clones or Clonies and Clontibret, diflant from each other about nine miles, 
united and appropriated in the year 1613. There are two churches in Clones, and one in Clontibret, 
in which divine fervice is performed. The glebe lands in the parifli of Clones amount to above feven 
hundred acres, in the parifli of Clontibret forty acres. The prefent Archdeacon in pofleffion only of 
the redtorial tythes of Clontibert, and the glebe near Clogher. 

The corps of the Chancellorfliip of the cathedral church of Clogher did confifl: of five Pariflies, 
under the denomination of the Union of Galloon; time of union or appropriation unknown, which 
have been at iundry periods feparated and difannexed by adt of Council. By the laft adf, dated 
January the 17th, 1804, the two laft remaining Pariflies, Curtin aiad Killeevan, were difannexed, 
faring the right of the Incumbent, during his incumbency. Thefe two pariflies therefore, with 
the fmall parifli of Drumfnatt, epifcopally united, all contiguous, continue as a union to the prefent 
pofleflor, but no longer. 

There is a church building in Currin, and another in Drumfnatt, when finiflved, there will 
be a parifli church, in each of the three pariflies ; divine fervice at prefent performed in two churches. 
There are about fixty acres of glebe in Killeevan, where the Incumbent refides, none in Currin or 
Drumfnatt.
